DETAILED ACTION 

1 • The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Paragraph 22 - line 2, "10" should be -12-, Paragraph 29, lines 2-3 are 
awkward - "fastener 32, base panel 34, clamping sheet 38," could be replaced with - 
base panel 34, clamping sheet 38, and-to correct the lines. Paragraph 30 - line 11, 
"18" should be -34-. Paragraph 30 - line 13, "18" should be -34-. Paragraph 30 - 
line 14, "18" should be -34-. Paragraph 31 - line 4, "18" should be -34-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
2. Claims 1 -1 0 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Re claim 1 , "an instrument panel" in line 3 should be -the instrument panel-for 
added clarity. Additionally, "said aligned apertures defined through said base panel and 
the vehicle body" should be -said apertures defined through said base panel and the 
vehicle body when aligned— for added clarity. 

Re claim 8, it is clear that claim 8 was intended to depend from claim 2 - note 
"said head" and "said bolt" in line 2. In line 1, "claim 1" should be amended to read - 
claim 2— to correct this defect. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 1 -1 0 are objected to for the minor formalities noted above but are 
otherwise allowable. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Note at least Straesser Jr teaches an automotive vehicle 
instrument panel attachment assembly. 
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5. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters:
